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DETAILED ACTION

Claims 1-20 are presented for examination. 



Information Disclosure Statement 



2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 08/31/03. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jasuja 
etal. (US. Patent No. 5,802,523). 

Regarding on claims 1 , 8 and 15, Jasuja teaches a method for dynamically 
changing attributes in an embedded-SQL application, the method comprising the steps 
of: 

(a) providing an option within a standard SQL statement for specifying one or 
more attributes of at least a declared cursor (the recreateable art associated with a 
shard cursor object includes the execution plan for the cursor and a parsed presentation

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of query that result in the initial creation of the shared object cursor) (col. 7, lines 36-39); 
and 

(b) processing the standard SQL statement to include the specified one or 
more attributes in at least the declared cursor (table 3 illustrates example pseudo SQL 
statements and corresponding pseudo PL/SQL statements, which when executed by a 
client, cause a cursor to be created) (col. 8, lines 54-67). 

Regarding on claims 2, 9 and 16, Jasuja teaches the option providing step (a) 
further comprises the step of (a1 ) providing an ATTRIBUTES option (col. 8, lines 64- 
67). 

Regarding on claims 3, 10 and 17, Jasuja teaches the steps of (a2) providing an 
option within a PREPARE SQL statement (col. 9, lines 52-58). 

Regarding on claims 4, 1 1 and 18, Jasuja teaches the steps of (b1) parsing the a 
ATTRIBUTES option (col. 1 1 , lines 5-8). 

Regarding on claims 5, 12 and 19, Jasuja teaches the step of (c) resolving 
conflicting and duplicate attributes (col. 12, lines 5-7). 

Regarding on claims 6, 13 and 20, Jasuja teaches the step (c) placing resolved 
attributes in a parse tree (col. 1 1 , lines 40-55). 
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Regarding on claims 7 and 14, Jasuja teaches the step (c) utilizing the one or 
more attributes in a concatenated string for a dynamic cache system of a database 
server (col. 1 1 , lines 30-45).
